In each instance, volunteers had to make dragging 
equipment before the search could get underway. In 
this most recent fatality, some of the equipment made 

earlier was borrowed. 

Harris of Sutton, who assisted 
Constable Hill, has undertaken the preparation of drag- 
ging equipment for public use. It will be kept in Sutton. 
As far as is known, Sutton will be the only lakeshpre 
municipality so equipped. 
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Aurora — Radio station CFRB, 
whose antenna south of Aurora 
is a familiar sight; began broad- 
costing from its new transmitter 
at Clarkson yesterday on 1010 

kilocycles. In 1027, "Ted" Rog- 
ers, Canadian radio genius who 
Invented the world's first hat- 
teryless radio, founded CFRB 
and slung its first antenna, a 
copper wire between two poles, 
at the site of the present steel 
towers. The 1,000 watt trans- 
mitter was housed in' a small 
wooden hut. 

The new transmitter has 5<MKJG 
watt power, making it the most: 
powerful independent station in 
the British Commonwealth. 
Names of the operating staff 
from Aurora who will he in 
Clarkson are James Cooper, 
chief operator, Harry :$Waiiy, 
George Sleeth, Harold Slceth, 
Jasper Smith and Cyril Daniels. 

In addition to the 50,000 watt 
transmitter, the major compon- 
ents ot the new unit include a 
10,000 watt stand-by transmitter, 
a 250,000 volt-ampere generator, 
an emergency, gasoline-driven 

power unit and a blower system 
which drives a stream of cooling 
air over the giant tubes, of the 
big transmitter. These tubes 
stand three feet high, weigh 350 
pounds each and cost $2,000 a 
piece, ;■*='. 

The new transmitter was de- 
signed to broadcast a strong sig- 
nal throughout Ontario but to! 
avoid conflict with U.S. stations \ 
also operating on 1010 kilocycles. 
Its broadcasting patterns are 
controlled by means of phasing 
equipment installed in a special 
tuning room. Here power is di- 
rected In the right proportions 
to each of the four antennae 
and adjustments made to suit 
night and day operations. 
Through the phasing equipment, 
the broadcasting pattern can 
also be trimmed to suit special 
conditions arising out of heavy 
snowfalls, storms and lightnings.

rrena by the Aurora Recreation 
Commission. He began his 
duties September 1 and his pres- 
ent arrangement with the com- 
mission provides for his services 

until spring. 

The 35-year-old Mitchell is a 
native of Toronto and attended 
North Toronto C.I. whore he 
majored in all sports. While at- 
tending school he was a member 
of the Toronto Marlboros junior 
club which eliminated Newmar- 
ket Redmen in 1932 for the 
O.H.A. championship. The next 
year he joined Detroit Cougars, 
and then in succession was with 
Detroit Olympics, London, New 
Haven, Minneapolis, Chicago

Children To Kindergarten

Newmarket — Kindergarten 
classes will open in the King 
George school on ^Tuesday, Sept. 
7. Children who live east of 
Main St. will attend in the after- 
noon. A bus will leave the 
Alexander Muir school at 1.10 
p.m. to transport these children 
to the King George school, and 
will return them at the end of 
the school day to the Alexander 
Muir school. Children who live 
west of Main St. will attend in 
the forenoon. 

Parents and guardians are 
again reminded that proof of age 
must lie submitted for children 
entering kindergarten and grade 
1. For kindergarten, the age 
must be al least five years on 
the opening day, and for Grade 
I, at least six years by Dec, 31.

The kindergarten course will 
consist of the most recent me- 
thods of teaching whereby chil- 
dren will be given organized 
activity training through the 
year until nflcr Enster when a 
preparatory course for Grade I 
will be started. Any child five 
years old by September 7 is 
eligible for the kindergarten 
while those who will be six 
years old by December 31 are 
eligible for the primary class. 

At a meeting last spring* the 
board was advised by a repre- 
sentative from the Department 
of Education that increased 
school accommodation would bo 
necessary by the fall of 1049. He 
estimated that children of school 
age* would show an increase of 

200 by 1052. 

At a joint meeting with the 
town council last May, the board 
asked the town to take an option 
on property available in the old 
army enmp area for the erection 
of a fourth public school. Until 
now, the council has mode no 
formal arrangements to obtain 
an option. 

After consulting the chief 
architect for Department of 
Education buildings recently* 
the board learned that a six- 
room school with no frills would 
cost $140,000. The board also 
contacted Department of Educa- 
tion officials to find out the ne- 
cessary procedure for getting a 
new scho< I in Newmarket. 
After the town has located suit- 
able property for building a new 
school, the school inspector must

In a 
heavy rain, a considerable 
amount runs off If tho land Is 
not protected against erosion. 
The faster water runs* tho easier 
it suspends soil particles. In tho 
spring, the rapidly moving water 
downstream carries more soil. 
When the stream slows down, 
the heavier particles of sand aro 
deposited first, silt is deposited

Into solution in water is carried 
down furthor. Silt particles aro 
easily tnispendcd In moving 
; water nnd during spring floods, 
. ai much an hai been deposited

For each ton of silt deposited 
here, there is another hulf ton of 
clay, which is suspended more 
easily and takes longer to settle, 
that also goes over the dam. 

Back on the farm you might 
see a deep gash on u steep hill- 
sloe where running water or a 
lust-moving freshet hus cut into 
tho hill. Plenty of earth has 
been carried down but this kind 
of erosion is not as serious .0 
threat to agriculture as moving 
water covering a wide area on a 
geutte slope. In tho latter case, 
water moves uniformly but in o 
year it could take away half an 
inch of top soil. In 13 years, if 
not protected, this would run off 
six inches of top soil and that is 
the average depth of tho produc- 
tive soil oveir the southern part 
of the province.

Also, by keeping tho organic 
matter supply built up, moro 
residue will bo loft, nnd will 
open up tha soil and lot It take 
in moro rain. In so many words, 
it makes tho soil like a sponge, 

It is imi prtnnt to mako use of 
fields on a slope where erosion 
occurs by hnving intertilled 
crops and frequent rotation, 
Crops that facilitate erosion »ro 
uaod wlsoly when confined to 
more lovel ground.

Twice - And Still No Drags

Three weeks from the day the body of a Newmar- 
ket man was recovered from Lake Simcoc, a second 
drowning victim was recovered off Jackson's Point. In 
both instances, dragging equipment had to be made be- 
fore a search could be started. In the second drowning, 
the searchers had the benefit of the earlier fatality 
and were able to borrow the equipment prepared then. 

The first drowning revealed how lacking life- 
saving facilities were on the south-cast shore of the lake. 
One piece of dragging equipment was all that could be 
found from Beaverton to Miami Beach. Volunteers had 
to make equipment before they could begin their search. 
The full details appeared in the Era and Express, with 
. an editorial urging that steps be taken to provide neces- 
sary equipment before a second fatality occurred. As 
far as can be ascertained, and as borne out by Monday's 

experience, nothing had been done. 

.- 

Drownings are relatively rare on Lake Simcoe. 
That is no excuse, however for the lack of equipment. 
Thousands of vacationists swell the dense summer popu- 
lation each weekend, and most of the total want to 
swim, or fish, or boat. The danger of drowning is ever 
present. The lakeshore municipalities have a serious 
obligation to fulfil, as demonstrated by two fatalities, of 
providing dragging equipment and beach protection. 
When will it be acknowledged? 

Top Soil On Pond Bottom 

The bottom of Fairey Lake shows what soil ero- 
sion can do. Some 20,000 acres are drained by the river 
and tests indicate that much of the silt piled behind the 
dam was at one time top soil on those same 20,000 
acres. Once it is off the land, it can't be returned and 
the soil that is left is poorer for its leaving; what has 
been drained off certainly isn't producing in its new 
resting place. 

The more general application of soil conservation 
practices is imperative. York county has numerous 
areas which are mute monuments to the improper farm- 
ing methods which are still widely used, and which, if 
not checked, will add their toll of useless farms. The 
sandhills to the east, and the eroded slopes to the west 
tell their own story. 

The services provided by federal and provincial ag- 
ricultural departments are available to any farmer 
who wishes advice on sane farming practices which will 
conserve his soil. Unfortuately, successful application 
of soil conservation methods requires joint action and too 
often, the other man has yet to be cdhvinced. The ef- 
forts of one farmer are not enough. Blow sand is not 
stopped by fences, nor surface water dammed. Com- 
munity understanding of what erosion means and what 
can be done to prevent it, followed by community action 
is essential if soil conservation is to be successful.

Six Generations Lived In Manor 
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John Dawson, Justice of Peace in the Home District, 
Upper Canada, built well. In its 111th year, Dawson Manor 
carries its age lightly. A century of biting frosts and August 
suns have warmed the red brick of its walls and weathered 
its chimneys. John Dawson began his manor house in 1830 
and completed it in 1837. Today it is one of the finest ex- 
amples of Georgian architecture to survive colonial times.
